WOMEN’S SKIRTS 


In Order to Carry Out Plans 
in Portugal—England and 
France Protest to Spain. 


Lisbon, July 13.—According to the 
Portuguese newspaper Paiz, Spain has 
received a collective note from England 
and France, pointing out the prin- 
ciple of international law which 
obliges Spain to respect the republic 
of Portuga] and to enforce neutrality 


on the frontier. 

Senhor Augusto Vasconcelloz, the 
Portuguese premier, had an interview 
today with Sir “Arthur Henry § Har- 
dinge, British minister to Portugal, in 
the course. of which he protested 
permitting armed Por- 
tuguese royalists to encamp on Span- 
igh territory. 

Wholesale arrests of royalist con- 
spirators have been effected at Bellas, 
in the province of Estremadura, about 
eleven miles to the northwest of Lis- 
bon, where. the rebels had cut the 
telegraph wires and had planned tv 
seize the battertes of the fortress of 
Queluz. The plot failed owing to the 
republican troops having discovered a 
store of guns and dynamite and a 
quantity of women’s~ divided skirts, 
with which the conspirators had in- 
tended to disgulse themselves. 

Further disorders are reported from 
the town of Casimra, about eighteen 
miles south of Lisbon, on the Atlantie 
coast, where royalist. sympathizers at- 
tacked the democratic club. 

Royalist bands also are reported .o 
be showing activity at various points 
along the frontier. «In one encounter 
six royalists were killed by the repub- 
lican troops

The 99-year lease is a sure sign of 
a big city. It indicates that values are 
getting too cumbersome to handle in 
a direct sale. The number of custom- 
ers who can handle transactions in 
central property become more limited 
as values go higher, and thus the 99- 
year lease intervenes. It is one way 
of eating your cake and keeping it, 
too. Owners are not ready to erect 
such improvements as the value of 
the property would suggest; tenants 
cannot pay a rental on inadequate im- 
provements. The interests of owner 
and tenant diverge, resulting in a 99- 
year lease. The owner derives income 
and the tenant controls the property 
virtually as if an actual sale had been 
made, At the end of the term of 99 
years—but that is too far ahead to 
figure out what will happen. 


Central real estate is constantly mak- 
ing new records and establishing new 
values. When a sale does occur or a 
lease made to indicate values startling 
increases are shown. When a batch of 
old deeds are drawn out of the safety 
deposit vault and exhibited to the pub- 
lic, the story of an enhancement almost 
magical comes to light. There was 
once-a business house in Atlanta right

L. Blease 
was party to a plan whereby he was 
to receive $5,000 for pardoning a noto- 
rious criminal were read before the 
South Carolina investigating commit- 
tee this afternoon and evening.

“Bditor Constitution: I beg space in 
‘our widely read columns to preach a 
sermon on charity and will take for 
my text the poor colored man in the 
last stages of consumption, who was 
found by a policeman a few days ago 
near Central avenue in the same room 
where his mother did the washing of 
several white families. 

“The officer, who certainly must 
never have heard of the story of Laza- 
cus, instead of reporting this case ‘o 
-ome charitable society, telephoned for 
1e patrol wagon and had the 
nae poor old mother driven to 
volt station and charged her 
acmiabie conduct. 

“The unsympathetic 
‘ned her with dire punishment if she 
lid not abandon her afflicted or 
rive up her only me ang of making a 
iving. A consumptive's suffering is 
nost prolonged and distressing, an: 
should touch the heart of anyone wit" 
L spark of feeling. 

‘Much has been written on the menace 
to public health by our affected ser- 
vants, but so far no movement has 
been made to remedy the great danger. 
“yiton county has lavishly endowed a 
tuberculosis hospital, but draws the 
‘olor line, and bars the worst af- 
flicted and most needy citizens. 

“The city has provided a charity for 
‘very need, and spends many thou- 
sands of dollars on its parks and wild 
‘nimals, but persistently refuses to 
spend a dollar for our poor afflicted, 
faithful and indispensable servants. 
The Associated Charities have spent 
thousands of dollars paying the rail- 
road expenses of chronic deadbeats 
from one end of the country to the 
other, but this affliction does not seem 
to appeal to them. , 

“We spend approximately half a mil- 
lion every year to erect new saerenes 
and for foreign missions, while ur 
afflicted poor rot and die of aitect.

No Way to Force Treatment. 

“Regarding the particular case re- 
to by Mr. Gardiner,” said Dr. 
Smith, “I cannot make any statement, 
because I do not Know the circum- 
stances. If the man who was suffering 
from the disease had been sent to us, 
or if we had been notified that he had 
tuberculosis we would have, taken him 
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We have no way to force anyone to go 
there now. 

“The officials of the sanitarium real- 
ize that the negro with tuberculosis 
Offers the greatest possible menace to 
the public, and for that reason we are 
directing special attention to their 
treatme nt. 

“We have an ordinance pending now 
in council which wil] give us authority 
to compel them to go whenever they 
are found suffering with the disease. 

“We urge city officials and the pub- 
lic generally to notify the authorities 
at the sanitarium whenever they dis- 
cover or suspect a case of tuberculosis 
the negroes, and the patient 

ll be sent to the hospital just as soon 
as he she ean he reached. 

Hiave the Best Treatment. 

“We have facilities for giving them 
the best treatment, and they have the 
Same attention that white persons re- 
ive. We are anxious now to get 
every patient we can, and just as soon 
as we fill up the space we have for 
them we wiil get more space. 

“Recently the negroes of the third 
ward notified us that they wished to 
donate twenty-five beds to the hos- 
pital. We told them we would be de- 
lighted to have their co-operation in 
Stamping out the disease among their 
race 

“Dr. W. Merritt, superintendent of 
the sanitarium, can be reached by At- 
lanta telephone 1864, and just as soon 
as a case is reported !t will be inves- 
tigated. If the negro has been a resi- 
dent of Fulton county two years he 
will be taken in, provided he or she 
wishes to go. If our ordinance its 
passed we will see that they do go.” 

Dr. Smith stated that the two-year 
residence requirement igs made a pro- 
vision to prevent citizens from other 
counties moving here to get the bene- 
fit of free treatment at the sanitarium 
to the possible exclusion of citizens of 
this county, who should have the pref.

The remedy is, like many other reme- 
dies, very simple when you know how. 
Take a fresh yolk of egg-and break it 
into a clean cold bowl, add to it the 
spoiled dressing—at first only a drop or 
two at a time, just as though it were 
oil—then, as the mixture begins to 
thicken, proceed to add the curdled mix- 
ture a little more rapidly, and when it is 
used up add more oil, and continue as 
though there had been no trouble at all. 

Another frequent cause for the cur- 

ling of this same mayonnalse dressing 
is that some recipes give instructions 
for the seasoning to be added to the raw 
egg yolk before the ofl is added. This is 
unwise, to say the least. The seasoning, 
especially the salt, should not be added 
until after the mayonnaise is made, 

br perhaps the emergency !s of another 
nature. Suppose unexpected guests ar- 
rive, coffee is desfred, and, alas! there its 
no cream to serve with it and no time 
to send or go to the dairy to supply the 
deficiency. 3eat an egg lightly, add a 
little milk to it and strain it into the 
cream pitcher. Be sure to put the 
“cream” into the cup first, pour the hot 
coffee on it, and, in all probability, you 
will be complimented on the excellent 
beverage, and you can enjoy a quiet 
smile all to yourself over the success of 
your substitute. 

Again, it may be that eggs are needed 
and the supply does not equal the de- 
mand. In some instances it will be 
found best to change one's plans al- 
together, but sometimes other ingre- 
dients can be made to do duty for the 
eggs with good results and at a consid- 
erable saving to the pocketbook. For 
example, {in making a sauce which nor- 
mally is intended to be thickened with 
eggs, a tablespoonful of cornstarch, 
rubbed smoothly with a little cold milk 
or water, can-do duty for at least one 
of the eggs: and, unless the sauce is 
being depended upon as an actual part 
of the nutritive value of the méal] in- 
stead of .being, as is usual, merely an 
adjunct or accessory, its loss will not be 
felt.

Perhaps there are plenty of crumbs, 
but the frying fat has run low. There 
are two remedies for this: First, don’t 
run the risk of having the aroquettes 
greasy and unappetizing by cooking In 
a shallow pan and letting them soak up 
grease. Either fry them singly in a 
6mall deep saucepan containing all the 
available fat (provided there Is enough 
to completely envelop them and form a 
crust at once over the entire surface), 
or, better still, 
and then, instead of frying, bake them 
to a pretty golden color in a moder- 
ately hot oven. You will probably be so 
well pleased with the success of the ex- 
periment that you will repeat it, even 
when there fs no similar emergency. 

Who that has prided herself on her 
homemade bread has not at geome time 
Or other been on the verge of despair 
because, for some reason, the dough re- 
fuses to rise? There always is a reason 
for these faflures, and this particular 
one is likely to be due to one of two 
causes—either the yeast has been over- 
heated or chilled. It may not be amiss 
to make the statement here that yeast 
which has been overheated is dead 
yeast, while, if it has been chilled, it is 
only sleeping. In the latter case gen- 
tle coaxing and the judicious application 
of warmth, as, for instance, standing 
the bowl] containing the dough in an- 
other bowl of warm water and keeping 
it at a moderate temperature, may 
remedy the trouble. But if the yeast 
hag been killed by being overheated in 
the first place, there is only one thing 
to do, and that is to take fresh yeast, 
moisten it, as in the first process of 
breadmaking, add it to the golid 
dough, with, if necessary, a little addi- 
tional sifted flour to absorb the extra 
moisture. Then let it rise a second 
time; and the chances are that at the 
end of two hours the result will be 
nicely raised bread dough, all ready for 
putting into the pans. 

The country housekeeper 1s at times 
confronted by the very real emergency 
of having more uncooked meat on hand 
than she can well use while it is good. 
She does not want to cook it all at 
once; for this would necessitate having 
a large supply cooked in one way, of 
which the family would be likely to tire 
before it was all utilized. Immerse the 
meat in either sour milk or buttermilk 
and leave it in a coo] place, changing 
the milk at the end of twenty-four 
hours, if still not ready to use it. The 
only difference that will be noted is 
that meat so treated will be more ten- 
der aS @ result of the bath. 

Perhaps a ple is desired, but there is 
neither butter nor lard with which. to 
make the crust. Of course, the drip- 
pings from roasts are kept and etrained 
into a jar. It Is a popular fallacy that 
dripping crust !s coarse and not well 
flavored, but this js only the opinion of 
those who have not used it in the best 


way. Take the ‘required amount of 
dripping, say, one cupful: beat it witha 
spoon or fork unti] creamy, and add to 
it a squeeze of lemon juice and half a 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Then 
proceed to make the pie crust in the 
regular way. 

Sometimes. the household emergency 
takes the form of having to provide a 
meal for yhexpected guests, who area 
little more likely than not to choose the 
very time for theip visit when the cup- 
board {is as bare as that of the far- 
famed Mother Hubbard; and this is the 
time when quick wits and deft fingers 
count. 

At such a time it ts often the main 
dish of the meal which is the stumbling 
block. There is plenty of bread and 
butter, cookies and cake, but nothing 
for the more substantial part of the 
meal. It is sometimes possible to com- 
bine several things so as. to make a 
salad, especially if a jar of mayonnaise 
or the oll and lemon juice or vinegar 
with which to make a French dressing 
are available. If you have only a little 
meat, fish or other ingredient to give 
tone and body to the dish, the bulk can 
be made up by the addition of cubes of 


prepare them as usual, 


"ie: 
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bread, cut neatly and fried crisp in 
drippings, oilwr butter. Drain them on 
crumpled white paper to remove any 
superfluous fat and mix with the other 
Salad ingredients. Of course, such a salad 
must be served as soon as possible after 
it is made, as otherwise the bread cubes 
might lose their crispness. 

The story is told of a young maid 
who one day came to her employer with 
the somewhat mystifying remark, “If 
you please, ma’am, we're out of ’mer- 
gencies.’’ It transpired later that the 
custom of this particular housekeeper 
was to keep an emergency shelf, 
stocked with those things which were 
most likely to be needed at a critical 
time, and that these supplies had been 
drawn on rather more freely than 
usual and were therefore running low. 

It would be advisable to have a well- 
equipped emergency shelf in every pan- 
try, stocked with an assortment of 
foods, canned and dried, not to be 
drawn on for the ordinary needs of the 
household, but kept for use on. special 
occasions, when the normal supply is 
not equal to the demand. 

But the emergencies do not all con- 
centrate around the range; they crop 
up all over the house, Perhaps it is 
housecleaning time and the furniture 
polish has run low; make an emul- 
sion of oil and vinegar, just like a 
French dressing, and use a little of 
this to polish your pretty furniture; 
you will find it just as good as many 
of the expensive preparations now on 
the market. 

Our mothers made their own furni- 
ture polish, using equal parts of tur- 
pentine, spirits of wine, linseed oil 
and vinegar, shaking them well to- 
gether and applying sparingly, then 
polishing with a soft cloth. A little 
more time spent now and then in pré- 
paring some of the old, reliable formu- 
las, such as the above, would tend to 
reduce the high cost of living, which 
we all bemoan but seldom bestir our- 
selves to remedy, if in such remedy lies 
the way of making a little extra labor 
for ourselves. 

Another good polish, adapted for 
hardwood floors as well as furniture, jis 
the following: Melt together in a bowl 
set in hot water % pint. of turpentine, 
24, ounces of powdered resin and % 
pound of beeswax. Do not let these in- 
gredients come in contact with the fire 
while being melted, as they are all in- 
flammable, When all melted and well 
blended, apply with a soft cloth and 
polish as usual. 

Perhaps you have made the sad dis- 
covery that moths have got into your 
cherished rugs, and it is neither con- 
venient nor economical to send them to 
the cleaner. Take a rather thick cloth, 
wring it out of cold water and spread 
it over the infected place. Then fron 
well in every direction with a moder- 
ately hot iron. This will kill both 
moths and eggs and, best of all, will 
cost nothing. 

It may be that, through some acci- 
dent, grease has been agepilled on table 
or fioor, and there is danger of an un- 
sightly stain.

In the same way, where large holes 
wear in underwear or hosiery do not 
spend unnecessary time trying to make 
fine darns and at the same time try to 
preserve the shape of the garment, but 
baste a piece of net, white or black ac- 
cording to what is being repaired, over 
the hole, then darn over this. The re- 
sult will be a firmer darn than would 
be effected without the ald of the net 
and the work will progress much more 
rapidly. Be careful in the darning to 
pass the needle through only every other 
mesh of net, so as to leave space 
for the stitches when crossing the other 
way of the hole. 

Where the housekeeper hag much 


mending to do, it is a wise investment 
to purchase an attachment for darning 
on the sewing machine. These are in- 
expensive and very quickly: pay for 
themselves in the time saved by their 
use. It is necessary in these days of 
many employments and enjoyments to 
make use of all the time and labor sav- 
ing appliances one’s purse will allow 
and to look on them as necessary ad- 
juncts to the housekeeping equipment 
rather than as luxuries. 

If the money for the more expensive 
appliances is lacking, the woman who 
has her own well being at heart and 
who realizes that {it is her duty to 
conserve her strength for her own sake 
no less than that of the other members 
of her family, will find that she is able 
to evelve ways and means of provid- 
ing substitutes which, in many in-

stances, will do practically the samé@ 
work as the more costly originals. , 

An oil dropper, for use in making 
salad dressings, is a delightful acquisi- 
tion; but a small triangular section cut 
from the cork, which is then replaced 
in the bottle, permits of regulating the 
flow of oll just as accurately as the 
more expensive appliance. In the same 
way a piece of paper placed over the 
top of a bowl, snapped into place with 
a rubber band, or even having the 
edges folded under to keep the whole 
in place, will prevent the spattering 
of cream while being beaten just ag 
effectively as the churn costing 75 cents 
or more. 

Meeting the everyday emergency in

Medical Education nis 


The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Bdvancergent of Teaching has just 
issued its second bulletin on medica) 
education, this time dealing with con- 
ditions found in Burape > 
Similar to the one issued two years 
ago, is based on investigations made 

Mr. Abraham Flexner for the foun- 
dation. The report confirms the state- 
ments made by The Journal of the 
American Medical Asscciation four 
years ago, that the medical schools 
in this country are backward not enly 
in the matter of preliminary education, 
but also in the length of the medical 
course. 

No other country was found to have 
conditions so bed as those found in 
the United Siates, or as President 
Paritahett expresses it. “scandals in 
medical education exist in America 
alone.” Again, “no medical school 
that lacks proper facilities hag a.y 
other  qnotive than the selfish ad- 
vantage of those that carry it on:' ané 
no civijized country except America 
at this day allows such enterprises to 
impose on the public.” 

The report furnishes a definite reply 
to the worn-out argument that cheap 
schools are needed to furnis,; doctors 
fir sparsely settled districts of the 
country. it {8 stated that no physt- 
clan, whether he be poorly equipped o- 
equipped, wil seek a location 
livelihood cannot be gained. 
On the other hand, it was shown that 
Well-educated physicians will often 
prefer the sparsely settled districts 
if the means of a Mvelihood are to be 
Obtained tner>, In other words. the 
experience of Germany shows that the 


| distribution of physictans does not de- 


pend on a low standard of education. 
The report also brings out the fact 
that sectarian medicine ig practically 
unknown in Europe, and that this is 
the only country in which educational 
institutions professing to teach secta- 

rian medicine are to he found. 
This report on medical ediucattcn 
at an opportune time.
